This lasted for two years, nnd the money 
to keep tho mission going was exhaust- 
ed. She 'Citablishcd n system of moth- 
ers' meetings, at whicl^ poor women 
wore taught th,e art of sewing and self 
assistance. In tho fall of 1867 she began 
work for the Second Bnptist church, ba- 
ing inissiouaiy for the Sunday school. 
It wns her tai^k to golmt into the streets 
and homos aud seaich fov children who 
bad never been brought under crrtirch 
influences. Sho dittributcd clothing to 
the poor and food lo tbe hungry aiid- 
contiimed in this work tvj long as her, 
jbysjoal-strength lasted. 


Aunt.Lizzie lives ut ESI Monroe street 


and is in good health for on$ who has 
passed through as inntiy years, and as 
iiucb work as she. Sh« is alone' in the 
world,, all the children having died 
many years agcrnnd in their .-infancy. 
The husband is also dead.—Chicago

The condition of the United States 


Treasury, aa officially given out for 
publication, contained at the close of 
business last Thursday an available 
cash balance of 1228,638,217, with $145,- 
806,280 in gold in the reserve fund. It 
baa occurred to several that in these 
times ot general depression it is almost 
criminal to Seep so much money looked 
up in the Treasury vaulte, where it 
draws no interest and is of no more 
benefit to the country than if it was 
bdried in the deep bos~bm of the ocean. 


To remedy this evil Senator Stewart 


has given notice that he will offer an 
amendment to the tariff bill providing 
for keeping at all times a raserye fund 
of 5(50,000,000 in the Treasury, that 
when the available cash balance ex- 
ceedS'»50,000,000 the Secretary shall in- 
vest the surplus in "United States 
bonds, and when there is less than $50,; 
000,000 in the Treasury the Secretary 
shall issue legal-tender non-interest 
bearing notes (greenbacks) to.mako up 
the deficiency. 


The amendment further provides that 


the legal-tender non-interest bearing 
notes be made payable oat of any sur- 
plus over $50,000,000; that if th're be 
insufficient coin to "meet the ooin ob- 
ligations of the Government the Secre- 
tary shall exchange silver certificates 
for coin, which is in the Treasury for 
their redemption, and that it shall,be 
the duty of the Secretary "of tbe Treas- 
ury to coin sufficient of the silver 
bullion purchased under the law of 
July 14,1890, to supply all deficiencies 
in the supply of coin to meet and
